No More Leniency — 


Arrests for driving an automobile while in- 


toxicated are becoming as frequent today as 
bootlegging arrests were a few short months 
ago. 
When newspaper stories such as those 


appearing in the press Monday, telling of po- 
lice "roundups" of drunken drivers, readers 
are apt to wonder just what constitutes "in- 
toxication" — particularly when the party in 
question is behind the wheel of an automobile 
— a machine capable of dealing out wholesale 
slaughter. 


The definition varies. In the past, police 


have been quite liberal in their judgment of 
intoxication. Recent batches of police reports 
indicate that this quality of liberality is being 
steadily reduced. The reason is simple — it can 
be found in the steadily increasing toll of 
traffic fatalities. 


There is the definition adopted by the legis- 


lature at its last session, incorporated in the 
state vehicle code: 


"If intoxicating liquor has so far effected 


the nervous system, brain or muscles of the 
driver of an automobile as to impair, to an 
appreciable degree, his ability to operate his

and cautious man in the possession of his 
faculties, using reasonable care, would oper- 
ate or drive a similar vehicle under like con- 
ditions, then such driver is under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor." 


Penalties are new too. Instead of being ar- 


rested for "drunk in an auto," the chances 
are that the alcoholic driver will be cited on 
section 501, vehicle code, or on section 502. 


Calamity Howlers— 


John Steven McGroarty, California's best 


beloved writer, in his weekly contribution 
on the first page of the magazine section of 
the Los Angeles Times, recently paid a time- 
ly and stinging rebuke to the group of calam- 
ity howlers who are seeking, over the radio, 
to earn a fat living from the gullible public. 
Read it: 


"A couple of nights ago, or maybe three, we 


turned on our radio and had the ill fortune 
to listen to another of the tribe of calamity 
howlers who are doing all that their tireless 
mouths can say to fill their listeners with the 
fear that our republic is doomed and is due 
for the rocks, maybe as soon &s next week. 


"This particular blatherer had as his parti- 


cular obsession the menace of Communism. 
From his heated statements one would be led 
to believe that Communists are even now all 
set and ready to take over the government, 
scrap the constitution and send for Stalin to 
pack up and come over from Moscow. 


"Incidentally he stated that he had pamph- 


lets and tracts on the subject for sale, arid 
that he needs money to continue his radio 
talks. 


"It is to be hoped that no one will lack the 


intelligence 
to estimate these mountebanks 


at their own value. There is exactly as much 
grounds for believing that we of America are 
about to fall into the hands of Communists 
as there would be to believe that a six-months 
baby could get out of its cradle and wallop 
Joe Louis and Max Baer. 


"The Communists themselves can bring on 


a test if they will simply quit working their 
jaws and make a real move to wreck the 
American form of government. They would 
last just about as long as a snow ball on a tin 
roof in Yuma in the dog days." 


Convictions on 501 charges call for a felony 
sentence of from one to five years in San 
Quentin, or from 90 days to one year in the 
county jail, or a fine of $200 to $5000, or both 
fine and imprisonment. Citations on 501 are 
generally given when bodily harm is the re- 
sult of an accident involving a drunken 
driver. If the driver hasn't been in an acci- 
dent, and hasn't hurt anyone, he may go to 
jail for 30 days to six months, on conviction 
under section 502, or be fined from $50 to $500 
or both, for the first offense. If he tries drink- 
ing and driving again, and is caught and con- 
victed, he will get from 90 days to a year in 
jail, or from $200 to $1000 fine or both. 


Penalties of this kind are much more severe 


than being told to "go on along home, and 
don't hurt anyone on the way" by a kindly- 
inclined policeman. 


Whenever our municipal and superior court 


judges can make up their minds to inflict 
these sentences without the customary for- 
mality of imposing probation and suspended 
sentences—then maybe we can teach our mo- 
torists to hire a driver, walk, or take a taxi 
when they feel inclined to drink deeply from 
the cup that cheers (?). 


At any rate, if you have been stopped be- 


fore in somewhat befuddled condition and 
been subjected to a "warning," don't expect 
it again. The next time will probably mean 
at least an overnight stay in a jail drunk tank. 
And that, if you've never seen the interior 
of a "drunk tank" is far from a pleasant place 
to spend 
an evening.—North Hollywood

Here's People's Choice 
for 
President—Offers 


Anything You Want 


(Reprint from Los Angeles Post-Record, 


Tuesday, November 19, 1935) 


The Republican party got its ultimatum today from 


Roland C. Casad, 53-year-old Covina dirt farmer and "the 
people's choice" for president, to nominate him or "get out 
of his way." 


Casad has had his hat in the 1936 presidential ring for 


six months, and hasn't even got a letter from former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover. 


"If I don't hear from somebody soon, it will be nobody's 


fault but(the Republicans' if I don't run on their ticket," 
he said. "I'm a Republican by preference, but I'm the peo- 
ple s man above all." 


It might be mentioned in passing that Casad al- 


ready has announced himself under the banner of the 
Townsend old-age pension plan, Utopians, Democrats, 
Prohibitionists, Socialists, EPICS, Communists, and 
Fascists. 


"I would rather run on the Republican ticket," he ex- 


plained, "because from what I read and hear, they haven't 
got anybody for a candidate, and I am the ideal man for 
them. 


If Republicans nominate Casad, they will have to take 


his four-point platform with him. This includes: 


1. Return of prosperity to all. 
2. Return of the government to the people. 
3. Plenty of money for everybody. 
4. No taxes. 


"We can never be a free people as long as lawmakers 


levy taxes, Casad declared, in a formal statement. "Taxes 
are a racket. There never was a tax that did more injury 
to free people than the income tax." 


Casad's reasoning on this point was as follows: 


"Taxes make business people charge more, which 


cuts down business. We want business, don't we? So 
we got to cut out taxes." 
The "people's choice" said he was prepared to fire the 


first campaign gun within a week or two. 


At present he is tied up with jury duty at Covina, 


where he has been a rancher and "student of government" 
lor forty years. 


His first shot in the Casad-for-President boom will take 


the form of a challenge to President Roosevelt. He will 
say: 


"Mr. President, politics is a game of checkers. It's 
your move."
